Resolved 2nd, That a schedule of 
rates is hereby established for the 
government of this association which 
schedule shall forbid the paying of 
an amount exceeding a half pound of 
French or three quarters of a pound 
of common candy and also forbid 
that any member shall pay this 
amount offtener (han once a month. 

Resolved 3d. That before we will 
deviate from theschedule above, we 
will pay 50 cents per night for some 
one to “choke’’ for usaund if absolu 
tely necessary, 75 cents, 

Resolved Ath, That members ofa 
family too young to be courted or 
hinted out are a nuisance anyway, 
and should under no circumstances 
be countenanced.

DEATH OF A CITIZEN OF PRINCE-

Lawyer Bryan, col., was hung at 
Beaufort on Friday last for the mur- 
der in May, 1874, of Mr. Michael 
Lasgley of Oisiow. He confessed on 
the gallows having committed the 
murder 

Bryan was but a mere youth when 
the murder was committed, some 17 
years of age; and the evidence against 
him was purely circumstantial. The 
case wes removed from Onslow to 
Carteret, in which latter he was cou- 
victed and sentenced to death, but 
from one cause or another the negio 
has been three times respited. The 
Governor, however, refusing to ine 
terfere farther, Bryan on Friday ex- 
piated his crime on the gallows.

FARMING INTERESTS. 


HORSE BREEDING.—Mr. Tattersall 
draws attention to the advisability of 
having a national stud for brieding 
stallions to be distributed over the 
country. Austria has about 4,000 
stallions, Germany 2,000, and Russia 
even more belonging to the Govern- 
ment; and what has answered so well 
in those countries, Mr. Tattersall 
says, wouid surely answer here. He 
instances the fact that Mr. Chaplin 
was the owner of Dalesman, one of 
the most werful thoroughbred 
Stallions in England, and had also 
bought or hired Knowsely, a magnifi- 
cent horse of the highest breeding 
and power for the use of the country. 
These two horses represented in yalue 
perhaps from £7, 00 to £8,000. In one 
week they both died. Now, however 
rich a country gentieman may be, 
or however pub ic ea very few 
ean afford, or would be willing to 
supply, such a loss. But if these 
horses had been the property ef the 
Government, their loss would have 
been an item of no greater amount, 
as such fatalities do pot often occur, 
and the average of loss over a given 
number of years would be small. The 
sane thing bappenea to him on a 
emaller scale, Piaudit having drop- 
ped dead soon ufter he bought him, 
and he would now have been cheap 
at £2,000. Mr. Tattersall has since 
bought Rupert, to stand at Hightield 
Hall at a cheap rate, from the Eari 
of Strafford. He quotes Mr. Chap- 
lin’s cave as an additional reason for 
having, at all events. national studs 
of stallions, and hopes that Mr. Chap 
lin will bring the question before the 
members of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, who have already done the 
horsebreeders of England a great 
favor in remitting the tax on horses,

SHEEP IN ORCHARDS.—Having a 
small orchard of about 90 trees, 
have for three zones past pastured it 
with six or eight sheep for the bene- 
fltof the trees. Last year, beinga 
non-besring year in this State, I had 
more apples than all the neighbor- 
ing farms together. My practice is 
to plow shallow alternate years in 
order to disturb the surface of the 
ground, and not cut the roots too 
deeply. which I consider to be agatnst 
the longevity of the trees, and suw to 
elover, to be fed one year by the 
sheep, the next plowed and sowed 
again to clover—the sheep kept in 
another feeding lot till after haying, 
when the clover roots have gained 
“trength and maturity, so that the 
close feeding of the sheep will not 
kiil them. Why I plow so often is 
because the trampling of the sheep is 
apt to pack the ground around the 
roots of the trees, preventing their 
bearing. The sheep eat all the 
blighted wind-fall apples, which con- 
tain the germs of injurious insects, 
as soon as they fall from the trees; 
and they distribute their manure so 
evenly and finely over the ground 
that the rains soak it immediately 
down to the fine surface roots of the 
trees, causing them to bear every 
year. The sheep shou!d not be kept 
in too late in the Fall, vor put in too 
early in the Spring when the grass is 
dead, as they are apt to gnaw the 
bark off the small trees.—[New LEn- 
land Farmer. 

TURPENTINE EFFECTS.—The value 
of turpentine as a disinfectant is not 
sufficiently Known or understood. 
Wilmington is a town situated on 
Cape Fear River, in North Carolina, 
a river subject to high tidal floods, 
and, and as the town is in vicinity of 
large swampy rice-fields, it would 
appear to be peculiarly liable by na- 
ture to attacks of malarial fever. In 
the town, before the late war, there 
were six large turpentine distilleries, 
aud the health of the town was [re- 
markably good, which was accounted 
for by the supposed eifects of the ros- 
iniferous odors of the distilleries. 
Seme time after the distilleries had 
stopped work, owibg to the war, yel- 
low fever broke out and spread rap- 
idly. Hoping to check it by this 
means, large quantities of rosin were 
burned in the streets, but without 
beneficial effects. In 1870 the dis- 
tilleries were once more worked, and 
the health of the town regained its 
former condition. Another instance 
is given in which turpentine was 
used with good results. During the 
American war the soldiers of the 
Confederate States suffered 
from fever, and the surgeon-general, 
not being able to procure quinine, 
tried the effect of applying bands of 
cloth steeped in turpentine and worn 
round the body. This was found to 
be very efficient in subduing the 
paroxysms of ague, and it is evident 
that turpentine has some great pow- 
er, both asa disinfectant and a sooth- 
er of mialarious fevers.—[ Medical 
Times.

The Bine 
Nile was found to be a comparative- 
ly insignificant rivulet, while the 
White Nile, the parent river, flowed 
on in the same mysterious majesty, 
its sourees locked up in the unpene- 
trated recesses of equatorial Africa. 
Within the last ten years, much 
bas been done to unravel the myste- 
ry, and bring the problem to its se- 
iution. Speke and Baker, and Grant

TJ here is 
great trnthin this which it is not 
worth while to illustrate by figures. 
Millions npon millions represent the 
yearly drain, and will in a great 
measure account forthe abstraction 
of a circulatipg medium, which, like 
the stream of the precious metals to 
India and China is absorbed to its 
practical extinction. 

But we may look nearer home and 
to our own improvidence and short- 
sightedness for causes of exhaus- 
tion which we have cherished and | 
encouraged ever since the South be- 
came the great producer of the 
staples which stimulate the markets 
and industries of the whole civilized 
world.

The success of all the cotton 
factories without exception demon- 
strate the truth of this calculation, 
and the profits of the bussness. 

But it is not alone in cotton that

kinds, agricultural implements, fur- 
niture, &c, there is a wealth of raw 
material, of iron and wood, such as 
the North never did possess, and 
which she eannot obtain without 
ereat expense ; yet the North is our 
manufaciurer, returning the perfect- 
ed fabrics to us with all the accu- 
mulation of origina! cost, the charges 
of manufacturing, and manufactur- 


ers profits upon them. 

It is time that the eyes of the 
South were being opened. It can 
never prosper under such neglect 
of its own resources. It must be- 
come a machine shop, so to speak, 
and convert its raw material into

Canova, Catawba Ccunty, and Its 
Snrroundings—the Rapid Growth 


of the Tewn. 

CANova, CATAWBA Co., Nov. 16. 

Messrs. Editors: By way of in- 
forming your readers of the rapidity 
with whieh we grow into existence 
here, I will give # brief history of 
this place and of the advantages of 
this section of the State. 

Canova is situated on the Western 
North Carolina Railroad, 50 miles 
weet of Salisbury, in the midst of an 
industrious people. The first enter- 
prise which led to the founding ofa 
village was commenced about the 
first of the year 1573, at which time 
there was no improvements upon the 
ground except a soiall building then 
used for mercantile purposes, There 
are pow nine business houses, all oc- 
eupied, blacksmith and woodshops, 
and thirty-two private residences, all 
oceupied except two. There is alsoa 
cotton gio and press in operation at 
this place which demonstrates what 
our farmers are doing; this gin is 
kept running night and day. The 
foundation of a new depot has been 
built, upon which a handsome and 
substantial structure will be placed. 
in addition to the above, Canova is 
soon to have a first class high school 
and one or two churches. I know of 
no place in Western North Carolina 
unovceupied that offers so much in- 
ducement for a high school as this 
place, when the health, salubrious 
climate and bracing atmosphere, and 
the facility for cheap board are con- 
sidered. Canova is in the midst of 
an industrious people and is sur 
rounded by as productive lands as are 
to be found iu Western North Caro- 
lina, and is cultivated almost exelu- 
-ively by white men who know how 
to bave large granaries and smoke- 
ieuses full of Lhe substantials of life, 
whose wives and daughters know 
how to have plenty of fowls, make 
good butter aud have good gardeus 
and many other things necessary to 
the comfort of mankind. These peoe 
ple also know how to raise hardy 
children, the physical 
ability to take their places upon the 
farms, in the shops, kitchens, dairies 
and parlors. 

Cora, wheat, flour, baeon, beet, 
fowls, eggs ang butter are always in 
ubundance iu our stores at low prices, 
Weare giad to Welcome a gentlee 
mav from Nush county, who bas ree 
ceutly moved tate our midst, and we 
would be glad to sce others of the 
same sort locating here.

The Whiskey Fraud Trials in St. 
Lours. 

Sp, Lovrs, Nov. 17.—The testimony 
iv the MeDonald ease: MeGrue 
tified that he had many conversa- 
tions with McDonald about making 
money from the whiskey tax. He 
eommeneed operation in September, 
18T1. The distillers brought money 
to MeGrue’s room ov Saturday after- 
noens, the amount ageregating usu- 
ally $8,500 per week, which MeGrue 
divided into five packages, one for 
himeclf, one for MeDonald, one for 
Joyee and two for Leavenworth, with 
the understanding that Leavenworth 
should give one to McKee and one to 
Ford. MeDonald onee complained 
that Joyce got too much money. Me- 
Grue then gave MeDonald $2,000 
extra. The distillers retained about 
balf the profits. I elways set aside a 

yortion for Wm. O. Avery, first 
£100 and then $300 per week. 

Avery’s increase Was made at the 
instance of Joyce, who represent... 
Avery. He was dissatisfie: that Me- 
Grue made $5,000 or $6,000, most of 
which he lost in Wall street specula- 
tions. Maleot Thompson, a distiller, 
testified that he paid the ring $300 to 
$1,500 per week, generally to 4 cGrue. 
In September, 1572, ageut Brashear 
came from Washington and said he 
hed caught us all; we gave him $10,- 
000. Alfred Bevis testified that he 
made crooked whiskey with the 
knowledge of Joyce and McDonald. 
He paid from $1,000 to $3,000 per 
week. He paid Brashear $3.000 as 
his share of the $10,009. W itness 
thought his house paid $75,000 to 
$100,000 in fourtecn months. He 
was in the Collector’s office when the 
records were destroyed. The destruc- 
tion was arranged by Joyce and Can- 
non. Cannon was the Chief Clerk 
in the Collector’s office. The witness 
was shown letters by Joyce purport- 
ing to come from Avery and Bab- 
cock, the President's Private Secre- 
tary. He had a conversation with 
McDonald about whiskey matters, 
who said everything was all right, 
go ahead.

Paris, Nov. 17.—The evening 
papers of (his city publish the text of 
the letter written by Don Carlos to 
King Alfonso: “The attitude of 
President Grant,” the letter says, ‘‘is 
a prelude to war between Spain and 
and the United States, if you do 
not reeognize the iudependence of 
Cuba. ‘Tbe revolvtion which you re- 
present is responsible for this par- 
ricidal rebellion. Had I reigned it 
would not have occuired, at least not 
gained strength. Now, however, the 
integrity of the country is at stake, 
and her children are bound to defend 
it. Should the war break out, I offer 
a truce as long as the contest lasts, 

ut maintain my rights tothe Crown 
as I retain the conviction § that 
I ehall one day wear it. 
T cannot send my loyal volunteers to 
Cuba, but I wili defend these pro- 
vinces. The Cantabrian coast will 
send out privateers manned by the ine 
domitable of that coast 
which will pursue the merehant 
shipof our enemies and perhaps 
chese them intotheir own barbors. 
If you accept the truce, let us appoint 
a representative to settle the condi- 
tions. If you refuse, the world will 
be the witness that Catholic Spain 
has nobly done her duty.”
